Already Considerable Spec- 
ulation Has Been Aroused 
as. to the Membership of 
the Governing Board--Sev- 
eral Atlanta Bankers Are 
Being Mentioned. 


That the sum of $250,000 is availabie | 


immediately for a suitable building or 
quarters for Atlanta's regional reserve 
bank, if necessary, Was the statement 
made by a prominent banker yesterday, 
afternoon, following a conference held 
for the purpose of oa. plans 
for the establishment of e govern- 
ment bank. 

Several propositions have already 
heen discussed. One comprehends the 
erection of a bank building for the 
exclusive use of the government bank, 
and another proposes leasing the en- 
tire ground floor of the new Healy 
building, situated on the square bound- 
ed by Broad, Walton, Poplar and For- 
syth streets. The space has a front- 
age of 200 feet on Forsyth street and 
199 feet on Popiar and on Walton 
street. Walter G. Cooper, secretary 
of the chamber of commerce, and oth- 


> ers who are interested in making all 


arrangements for locating the bank, 
declared late Friday that it would be 
premature to discuss the plans until 
every detail is worked out and sub- 
mitted to the federal agents. 

No Pian Yet Made. 

President Mell R. Wilkinson, president 
pt the chamber of commerce, Secre- 
tary Cooper and other officers of the 
echaniber of commerce met and dis- 
cussed almost every phase of the mat- 
ter of locating the bank, but it is un- 
derstood that no tangible plan was 
agreed upon. 

William. Healy, owner of the Healy 
building, and A. I. Liebman, who han- 
dies the leasing of the offices and floor 
space, both declared that the bank can 
find accommodations in the building, 
but they both denied that overtures 
were made for leasing the ground 
floor. 

Under the federal reserve act At- 
lanta’s bank, in fact all the other 
banks, will be established within nine- 
ty days—or about July 1. Before that 
time the bank must be organized and 
ready to do business. 

Governing Board. 

Already there has been considerable 
speculation as to the possible member- 
ship of the guverning board of the new 
bank. The names of Robert F. Mad- 
dox, Colonel Robert J. Lowry, W. J. 
Blalock, James W. English, Asa G. 
Candler, Joseph A. McCord have been 
mentioned, but because of the tacit 
provisions of the reserve bill which 
necessitate members of the board 
severing all banking relations with 
the banks and will mean a sacrifice of 
salary, bankers and business men were 
luath te-allow the use of their names. 

Joseph A. McCord, vice president of 


‘the Third National bank, who was one 


of the members of the federal legisla- 
tive committee of the American Bank- 
ers’ association which submitted a re- 
port in 1906 urging the enactment of a 
reserve banking bill, declared Friday 
that a majority of the state banks of 
ceorgia will join the reserve organi- 
zation. As a matter of fact, Atlanta 
was the mecca of bankers and bank di- 
rectors twenty-four hours after the 
news was received here. Under the 
act state banks of $25,000 capital and 
above will go into the organization. 
Elector for Each Bank. 


The organization of the bank will be 
directed by every member bank. Each 
bank will elect one director as an elec- 
tor in the reserve bank. The territory 
will be divided in three districts, 
either by capital or geographically. 
Members of one group will elect one 
director of Class A and one of Class B. 
Three groups of electors will be select- 
ed. Voting will be through mail. 

Each elector chosen will vote for 
three men for each class of directors, 
which will be known as class first, 
second and third choices. 

The act provides that Class C direc- 
tors shall be appointed by the reserve 
board in Washington. They must be 
citizens for two years prior to election 
in the region in which they will be 
elected to serve. Class C directors can- 
not be an officer, director or stock- 
holder, nor an employee ina bank, but 
one must be a man of banking experi- 
erce Class A directors can be an 
officer or dir or hold stock in 
barss.

Government Agent. 

One of the Class < directors shall 
be chairman of the board and act as 
the fiscal agent of the government. 

The reserve beard shall decide who 
shall act as president of the bank. 

The fiscal agen: must pay to the gov- 
ernment, under the act, 40 per cent gold 
and 60 per cent commercial paper 
againsi ordinary reserves, and 3 per 
cent in gold reserve for all credits. 

The name by which the bank will 
transact business shall be “The Federal] 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta.” 

The function of the bank will be to 
do a general banking business with 
member banks, discount notes, buy and 
sell bills of exchange, and will be per- 
mitted to issue national bank notes. 

The twelve banks in the district will 
be aliowed only to retire $25,000,000 of 
government bonds in any one year, and

FIGHT IS PLANNED

Washington April 3.—There was ev- 
ery indication here tonight that the 
announcement of the reserve districts 
and cities by the reserve bank organ- 
ization committee had given the signal 
for a determined struggle upon the part 
of several cities which were disappoint- 
ed to overturn the committe on the 
decision and bring about a redistricting 
of the country, or at least a change in 
the reserve cities named. 

Under the law the decision of the 
organization committee is not subject 
to review except bv the federal reserve 
board. This board probably will not 
be named by President Wilson for sev- 
eral weeks, but in the meantime it is 
believed that those disappointed with 
the committee's announcement will 
bend every effort toward paving the 
way for changes. ‘It was pointed out 
tonight that both Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo and Comptroller of 
the Currency Williams of the organiza- 
tion committee, are ex-officio members 
of the reserve board, and hardly could 
be counted upon to reverse themselves. 
The president has given no intimation 
as to whom the other five members 
will be. e 

Criticised in Congress. 

The committee's plan was criticised 
in congress today, and there were re- 
ports of keen disappointment from sev- 
eral cities which were in the race for 
reserve banks and which failed to se- 
cure them. Three members of the sen- 
ate banking and currency committee, 
two republicans and a democrat, found 
fault with the plan. Senator Weeks, 
of Massachusetts, who opposed the law 
vigorously for many months, but who 
finally voted for it, pointed out that 
one bank was located in Georgia, the 
home state of "Mr. McAdoo, one in Vir- 
ginia, the home state of Mr. Williams, 
and two in Missouri, the home state of 
Secretary Houston, the third member 
of the committee. He questioned the 
propriety of these selections, and made 
other criticisms of the committee's ac- 
tion. 

Pick Alleged Flaws. 

Senator Burton disapproved the in- 
clusion of Pittsburg in the district of 
which Cleveland is the reserve center 
and declared that it would be impos- 
sible to make trade turn westward 
from Pittsburg to that city. Senator 
Hitchcock pointed to the fact that 
Omaha had been included in the Kan- 
sas City district instead of the Chica- 
go district and said trade did not flow 
that way.

Had They Been Present, Young

Beauty and Adventure were not in 
municipal court, Judge Luther Rosser, 
Jr.. presiding, Friday afternoon to 
testify for C. L. Whitehead, of 164 Ma- 
rietta street.

Will the victory of Villa at Torreon end 


the Mexican revolution? To be more ac- 


curate, will it cause an overthrow of the 
Mexican status and give the riven republic 
a change of rulers? 

Villa seems to have swept all before him. 
From standpoint of bloodshed, violence and 


' obstinacy of conflict Torreon takes prece- 


dence over any struggle since Madero took 
the field, if indeed Torreon does not exceed 
in its gory aspects any of the struggles lied 
by the ill-fated dreamer. 

The general-bandit, Villa, stands vindi- 
cated as probably the foremost Mexican 
strategist of his time. There is no doubt 
that’ he was stubbornly and ably opposed. 
Huerta had concentrated his power at Tor- 
reon and sent there his best generals. He 
seems to have attached great importance 
to the result. Yet in the face of these con- 
ditions a man who has risen straight from 
the ranks of the peons, who cannot write 
his name nor read the proclamations writ- 
ten for him, emerges victorious after a se- 
ries of clashes that on a similar scale 
match in ferocity with the battles of the 
Balkan war. 

But—will the battle of Torreon be de 
cisive? Some of our own military strate 
gists claim it will be. They say that the 
backbone of Huerta’s strength is broken; 
that his army will never be able to recover 
its discipline and morale, and that from 
make 
the 


now on the constitutionalists will 
steady progress toward the capital, 
downfall of which is inevitable. 

Two things will decide the truth of this 
theory. If Villa has the strength, the sup- 
plies and ammunition to pursue and keep 
‘pounding, he should end the struggle. If 
Huerta has the resources of which he has 
boasted he will be able to recuperate his 
shattered ranks before Villa can further 
disintegrate them. 

Should Villa capture Mexico City, what 
then? Will he disregard Carranza and pro- 
claim himself dictator, as he will have the 
power to do? Will he yield to Carranza, 
and will the :two co-operate in a sensible 
program of pacification? Villa’s record is 
not free of treachery and Carranza’s record 
is not free of impracticability and vacilla- 
tion. 

Torreoh may or. may not decide which 
faction is to rule ‘for the moment in Mexico. 
It is not likely to decide whether or not we 
shall ultimately be driven to intervention. 
The events of the next several months must 
determine that contingency. 


A MERGER AGAINST GUNMEN. 

Police Magistrate McAdoo, of New York, 
has asked the help of Governor Fielder, of 
New Jersey, in fighting the gunmen that 
infest the metropolis. The Sullivan law 
effective in New York prohibits any person 
from buying a revolver without a permit. 
Crooks evade the law by going over to the 
Jersey side and purchasing weapons at 
Hoboken and Jersey City. McAdoo believes 
that with the co-operation of New Jersey he 
can lessen the problems growing out of 
pistol-toting in New York city. 

The incident suggests that great prog- 
ress in stamping out this class of vermin 
could be made by calling into requisition 
the comity that is assumed to exist between 
all American states. 

If, for example, Georgia passed a law 
like the Sullivan law, what avail would it 
be so long as guns could be imported from 
other states, either personally or by mail. 
Just here it is evident that the federal gov- 
ernment itself could be of aid, since it is 
difficult to enact a law that would make a 
state “gun-tight’” without the co-operation 
of the police power of the nation. 

If, again, all the states as well as the na- 
tion combined in an understanding, the sub- 
stance of which would be to put sensible 
restrictions upon the sale of firearms and all 
deadly weapons, it is not stretching imagi- 
nation to predict that within a short time 
we should see a radical decrease of crime in 
this country.

TRIAL OF THE DUC DE 
CHOISEUL-PRASLIN. 


No bloodier or more inexcusable murder 
is recorded in the pages of history than that 
of the Duchess of Praslin by her husband, 
the Duke de Choiseul-Praslin. In a measure 
it was one of the principal causes that led 
to the French revolution of 1848. Every vice 
of the time was traced to the aristocracy. 
The people looked upon the nobility as the 
cause of all their trouble. They watched with 
suspicion every act of this class which tend- 
ed to recklessness and immorality. The na- 
tion was in this state when the Duke of Pras- 
lin murdered his wife. She was a woman of 
most excellent accomplishments. The in- 
terest in the trial excited much attention in 
this country, for the reason that the govern- 
ess of the Praslin family left Paris shortly 
after the murder and took up a residence in 
New York. 

The old blood-royal of France flowed in 


the veins of the Choiseul-Praslin family. The 


Duc who brought disgrace upon the name 
was born in 1805, and at the age of twenty 
he married’ Fanny, a daughter of Count Se- 
bastiani, a distinguished French general. The 
duke and duchess had, by the union, three 
sons and six daughters. 

For some years before the murder grave 
discord had arisen between the pair. One 
serious cause of quarrel was said to be the 
influence which the governess of his daugh- 
ters, Mile. Deluzy-Desportes, had gained 
over the Duc. The duchess objected to the 
continuance of this lady in the family, and 
particularly complained of her estranging 
from her the affections of her daughters. 

At last the governess was compelled to 
quit, but instead of leaving Paris she took 
up quarters nearby the Praslin home, where 
she was frequently visited by the Duc. 

On August 17, 1847, the Praslin family 
moved from their country residence, where 
they had been spending the summer, to their 
superb Paris home in the Rue de Faubourg 
St. Honore. After their arrival the Due and 
his three daughters went to visit the former 
governess, and upon their return the father 
retired to his room, about 11 o'clock. 

The duchess was also out during the even 
ing and returned to her home and went to 
her room about 9:30. She dismissed her maid. 
Her body was discovered the following morn- 
ing early near the .chimney of her room 
pierced with about forty wounds. The news 
spread like wild-fire and all Paris was ex- 
cited. An investigation was instantly begun. 
Everything proved that the duchess had at- 
tempted to escape from her assassin. The 
first blow had been given while she was in 
bed. The murderer, necessarily covered with 
blood, must have left traces of it in his way; 
and that stained way was found to be to- 
wards the apartment of her husband. Drops 
and marks of blood were visible from the 
door of the duchess’ cabinet to the door of 
the duke’s bedroom. 

The duke made a statement on August 18 
in which he described how, having heard 
a noise in the duchess’ room, he went there 
and found her lying by the chimney covered 
with blood. He claimed that the blood carried 
between the room of his wife and his own 
was on account of the blood that he had got- 
ten on himself while coming to the assist- 
ance of the duchess. 

At the preliminary examination Charpen- 
tier, the duke’s valet, and Margaret Leclerc, 
a domestic, gave damaging testimony against 
their master. Then came the examination 
before the Chancellor Pasquier, president of 
the chamber of peers. That official earnestly 
adjured the duke to relieve his mind by a 
frank confession of the crime. They also 
examined most carefully Mlle. Deluzy as to 
the relations between herself, the duke and 
the children. 

When the chancellor asked her if she did 
not think her actions were most painful to 
the duehess, she replied: “Quite the reverse. 
I believe Madame de Praslin was more oc- 
cupied with her feeling about her husband 
than about her children, whom she scarcely 
saw, and whom she sent away, when their 
father was pres@t, in order to be alone with 
him. When he was no longer there, she 
voluntarily kept herself at a distance from 
the children in order that she might use 
such conduct as a weapon against him in her 
reproaches touching his way of managing 
their household. She was no doubt jealous 
even of the attention her husband pafa to 
their children.’’ 

The court of peers, having secured suf- 
ficient evidence to hold the husband, pre- 
pared the affair for trial in the chamber. 
Suddenly a report spread that the duke was 
poisoned—that he was dying—that he was 
deag The effect of this news upon the pub- 
lic was beyond description. The Duke de 
Praslin expired in the Luxemburg, whither 
he had been transferred in the darkness of 
night to avoid the fury of the populace. He 
took poison after he saw his plans defeated 
of hiding the murder.

Well, they are all here—the politicians 
from near and far, who are wont to hurry 
to Atlanta every time there is anything at 
all interesting in the political horizon. Not 
since last summer has the lobby of the 
Kimball house looked its old, natural self. 
It looked exactly like the good old summer 
time of legislature days. 

Early in the day members of the state 
executive committee began to drop into the 
city and by night-fall the clans were gath- 
ering and swapping yarns and predictions 
in deadly earnest.

Yet there remain a few dairies

In .these ideal dairies cows are groomed 
before they are milked and then each milker 
changes to a clean white duck suit, washes 
and manicures his hands, and receives a 
sterilized pail. With this in hand he passes 
an inspector or manager who admits him to 
the milking shed. 

The fresh milk is 
room which the milkers do not enter, 
pass the milk into through a window. Here 
it is cooled, reheated to 140 defrees F., cook- 
ed again and then bottled. This takes about 
an hour, and within two hours after milking 
time the sterilized article is on its way to 
the city dweller. 

This is the only proper way to handle 
milk and it is the only fit milk to be used 
by any one. The dairy farms w these 
excellent methods prevail do exist, and in 
goodly numbers too, but they are not yet 


to be found without search 

Every state has some dairy 
if you think your milk is not up to 
standard, and you can te}l by creain 
supply and by its appearance and fla 
vestigate on your own responsibility 
then notify the proper authorities. 

Before criticizing your milk supply make 
mire you have kept it coo! after you have 
received it. Milk should always be kept cov- 
ered, too, as it absorbs and holds odors of 
other foods. 

All milk containers should be sterilized 
before milk is poured into them and much 
trouble doubtless arises from bottles that 
are washed but not really cieansed after 
using. Particular housekeepers are insisting 
that their milk be delivered to them in paper 
containers as these are used once and then 
destroyed. There was some question a little 
time ago, as to whether these bottles were 
sufficiently moisture proof to hold milk 
twenty-four hours. Now they are coated with 
paraffine and absolutely water proof. As 
the loss from breakage and theft that ac- 
companies glass bottles is considerable it 
would seem as though anv milk man would 
gladly use the paper article. In some cities 
the board of health insists on the use of 
paper milk bottles in serving milk to fami- 
lies where it is known there are contagious 
diseases. 

Washing the milk bottles is not a pleas- 
ant duty to the woman of the house and it is 
often shirked by the maid, s® the popularity 
of a sanitary bottle that is used but ence 
ig assured.

By this clause of the reserve act it 
is aimed that in twenty years all the 
national bank notes will be out of ex- 
istence, and all the notes in circulation 
will bé in federal reserve notes. The 
act contemplates that there will be no 
increase of issuance of national bank 
notes, but there will be a gradual re- 
tirement. This is done in order to pro- 
duce elasticity in the currency and 
get rid of redundancy when there is 
no need for it, thus reducing specula- 
tion that has gone on for forty or fifty 
years by relieving congestion in cen- 
ters. 

New Basis of Currency. 
transfer the basis of the 
bonds secured, which is 
a liability basis, to agricultural, com- 
mercial and industrial basis, which rep- 
resents the assets of the country. 

The incentive of the state banks to 

join the federal reserve bank seems 
to be very great because it gives to 
state banks all the rights and privi- 
leges of national banks, at the same 
time permitting them to be operated 
under their state charters, and also 
because thev can withdraw at any time 
and have their stock cashed in by the 
federal reserve bank, whereas a nation- 
al bank must liquidate its affairs in 
order ®. withdraw.

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TTLE HOPE FOR 
SOUTHERN GROSS 


Steamer Went Down With 
Crew of 170 Men in. Tues- 
day’s Storm. 


St. Johns, N. F., April 3.—Apprehen- 
sion grew here today that the sealing 
steamer Southern Cross went down 
with all on board during the %lizzard 
off Cape Race Tuesday. She carried a 
crew of 170 men and was heavily 
loaded with 17,000 seal skins, _tro hies 
of the hunt in the Gulf of St Law- 
rence. 

Hope for the safety of the vessel, 
based on a dispatch from Sydney, N. &., 
which stated that a wireless message 
had been received there reporting the 
arrival of the Southern Cross, was dis- 
sipated before noon, when the govern- 
ment declared the Sydney report un- 
true. 

The government has instituted an 
extended search for the missing vessel. 
The Reid New Foundland company’s 
steamer Kyle was chartered for the 
purpose and will sail at midnight. The 
American cutter Seneca, which is do- 
ing iceberg patrol duty several hun- 
dred miles off the southern coast, was 


asked to help. 

The sealer Bellaventure, with her 
cargo of dead, is blocked in the ice 
100 miles north of here and cannot 
arrive before Sunday. She went to 
the aid of: her sister sealer, the New 
Foundland, when 120 huntcrs from the 
latter were caught by the storm Tues- 
day and were unable to regain their 
ship. The Bellaventure, the Stephano 
and the Florizel picked up many bodies 
and a number of survivors. 

A message received here at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon from the cap- 
tain of the Bellaventure says that the 
total dead of the crew of the New 
Foundland is seventy-seven. One hun- 
dred and twelve were rescued and of 
these thirty-six are ill. 

The captain’s message follows: 

“Have just reached steamer New 
Foundland and checked figures by her 
roster. Find she had 189 total crew. 
Of these 112 are safe, but 36 are on the 
sick list. Total dead 77, of which 69 
bodies recovered. Remaining eight lost 
amid floes. 

“Am now leaving to proceed to St. 
Johns. Fear slow progress as ice is 
heavy and tight. Stephano, which also 
is lying alongside the New Found- 
land, will report names of dead.”’

Briefs and arguments will deal with 
the first of the two fundamental ques- 
tions suggested in the commission's or- 
der instituting the pending proceeding: 

“Do the present rates of transporta- 
tion yield adequate revenues to common 
carriers by railroads operating in of- 
ficial classification territory ?’ 

All coHNateral questions and extra- 
neous issues that have been injected 
into the proceeding will be put aside 
until this question has been determined. 

If the commission should decide that 
existing rates are adequate to the car- 
riers’ needs, that will terminate the 
proceeding. If, however, it should be 
decided that present revenues of the 
railroads are not adequate, the second 
question, “if not, what general course 
may carriers pursue to meet the situa- 
tion?” will be argued, perhaps at a 
later time. 

_The real problem before the commis- 
sion, if it should find present reve- 
nues inadequate, is whether the addi- 
tional needed revenue shall be raised 
by an advance in rates or, at least in 
considerable part, by a charge against 
shippers for various sorts of services 
now rendered by railroads free. 

If the cOmmission should decide that 
the raidroads have established the ne- 
cessity for additional income, Chairman 
Harlan explained today, the commis- 
sion would proceed immediately to de- 
termine how the additional 
Should be raised. This 
would involve the presentation of some 
arfuments and, possibly, brief addi- 
tional hearings on some of the collat- 
eral questions.
